The people, ‘un- 
able to bear the grievous tyranny of the 
Tarkish government, had thrown eff the 
yoke, and taken ‚up arms. On the boat’s 
crew danding, they were súrroanded by 
the natives, and two of their number de- 
tained as hostages, uetila supply of pow- 
der was obtained. With this demand, 
however, Captain Canning very properly 
refused-compliance, and returned for ane 
swer, “* Enzlish ships òf war never pad 
contribution.” _ Phe. inhabitants, on re- 
ceiving this reply, deeiared chat they were 
friendly to the Eriglish ; chat they were in 
bostility ouly to Âl: Pacha and the Love 
ernor of Salonica, by whom they had been 
shametuily eppressed. Consonant to this 
declaration, they treated the British offie 
eers and seamen with civility, änd sent à 
present of some sheep and cheese to Capé 
tain Canuing which was accepted, aid & 
return made of rura. After much friend» 
ly conversation they separated, and the 
boats returned to the ship. ‘The same 
night Captain Canning declared his intene 
tion of destroying the pirates” boats, and 
made the necessary preparations. The 
natives of Ídrome observing that the Kite 
continued to remain ia the neighbourhood 
of the island, though the wind was fair for 
departing, began to suspect (reachery, and 
repared to counteract it At daylight 
the Kite was brought to anchor, and opene 
ed a fire upon (hat part of the island where 
the native boats lay. The latter being 
manned,, put off to attack the Kite, probae 
bly with the intention of carrying her by 
boarding; but when they had approached, 
a brisk fire of musketry was opened on 
them, which killed many, and obliged the 
others te return, The boats of the Kite 
were then despatched, with the seamen 
properly armed, to complete the destruc- 
tion of the native boats. This service was 
net one of apparent difficulty. The sea- 
men boarded the boats, which were pree 
sently abandoned. Theythen made 'pre- 
arations for bringing them out, or dese 
troying them, when on a sudden they dise 
covered :

A« 
mong the killed were many who, having 
been badly wounded, and unable either to’ 
run or swim, were stoned to death as they 
lay on the beach, The first lieutenant, 
Mr. Willtams; the purser, Mr. Edgar;

CONFLATION OF A LIGHT-HOUGE. 

Ox the afternoon of Thursday, t4th Oce 
tober, a report reached West fsort, that the 
Light-house on Clare Island had beer 
burnt the night before. Mr. 1. Farrell, 
the Marquis of Sligo's Architect, as soon as 
possible repaired to the pluce (a distance 
of nine leagues from Westport), and found 
that the lantern, with all its apparatus, 
was entirely consumed. So great was the 
conflagraiion, that some of the metal was 
melted into balls, and all the glasses, &c, 
broken. The first cost of the lanteru along 
was 1,100/. the reflectors were all iuinid, 
with silver, and each pane of glass, on ac« 
count of their make and great thickgessy 
cost four guineas. The keeper assigns & 
snuff falling intothe vil, as the cause of 
the corflagration.
